the Gift of Heaven, which muft be fuftair 
lively Senfe and Vivacity ; Judgment to 
wifely of Things,* and Vivacity for the beau

SAMUEL BUTLER, the Author of thj 
excellent Poem, was born in the Parifli of 
Strenfhatn, in the County of Worceftcr, and 
baptized there the 13th of Feb, 161 2. Hit, 
Father, who was of the fame Name^ w*is an hofl 
neft Country Farmer, who had fome fin all £ftatl| 
of his own, but rented a much greater of ths 
l-rord of the Manor where he lived. However, per- 
ceiving in this Son an early Inclination to Learning, 
he made a fhift to have him educated in the Fr 
School at Worcefter, under Mr. Henry Brich 
where having pafled die ufual Time, and being becoJ 
an excellent School-Scholar, he went for fome litl 
Time to Cambridge, but was never matriculat 
into that Univerfity, his Father's Abilities not beinf 
fufficienF to be at the Charge of an Academical Eda*^ 
cation; fo that our Author returned foon into 
native Country, and became Cleric to one 
Jefferys of Earls-Croom, an eminent Juflke of tl 
Peace for that County, with whom he lived foi 
Years, in an eafy and no contemptible Service, Hei 
by the Indulgence of a kind Mafter, he had fufficietit 
Leifure to apply bimfelf to whatever Learning his In- 
k I clVaaXLom

dinations led bim, which were chiefly Hiftory 
and Poetry j to which, for his Diverfion, he joined 
Mufick and Painting i and I have feen fome Pifhires^ 
(aid to be of his Drawing, which remained in that 
Family; which I mention not for the Excellency 
of them, but to fatisfy the Reader of his early Incli- 
nations to that noble Art; for which alfo he was 
afterwards entirely beloved by Mr. Samuel Cooper, 
one of the nK>ft eminent Painters of his Time. 

He was, after this, recommended to that great 
Encourager of Learning, Elizabeth Countefs of 
Kent, where he had not only the Opportunity to 
confult all Manner of learned Books, but to con- 
terfe alfo with that living Library of Learning, the 
great Mr. Selden. 

Our Author lived fome Time alfo with Sir Samuel 
Luke, who was of an ancient Family in Bedford- 
fllirej but, to his Diflionour, an eminent Com- 
nuuider under the Ufurper OliiTer Cromwell : 
And then it was, as I am informed, he compofed 
Ais loyal Poem, For, though Fate, more than 
Choice, feems to have placed him in the Service 
of a Knight fo notorious, both in his Perfon and 
P<JiticlL8, yet, by the Rule of Contraries, one may 
ohferve throughout his whole Poem, that he was 
awft orthodox, both in his Religion and Loyalty* 
And I am the more induced to believe he wrote 
it about that Time, becaufc he had then the Op- 
portunity to convcrfe with thofe living Characters of 
kebellion, Nonfenfe, and Hypocrify, which he fa 
fivdy and pathetically expofes throughout the whole 
Work.

Merit, our Author found that Verfd in Juvenal to 
be exa£Uy verified in himfelf : 

Haud facile etnergunt, quorum virtutibus obfiat 

Res angufia dopii : 
And being endued with that innate Modefty, which 
rarely finds Promotion in Princes Courts; he be- 
came Secretary to Richard Earl of Carbury, Lord 
Prefident of the Principality of Wales, who made 
him Steward of Ludlow-Caftle, when the Court there 
was revived. About this Time he married one Mrs, 
Herbert, a Gentlewoman of a very good Family, 
but no Widow, as our Oxford Antiquary has re- 
ported : She had a competent Fortune, but it was moft 
of it unfortunately loft, by being put out on ill Secu* 
rities, fo that it was little Advantage to him. He is 
reported by our Antiquary to have been Secretary to 
his Grace George Duke of Buckingham, when he 
was Chancellor to the Univerfity of Cambridge ; but 
whether that be true or no, it is certain, the Duke 
had a great Kindnefs for him, and was often a Bene- 
faftor to him. But no Man was a more generous 
Friend to him, than that Mec-^nas of all learned and 
witty Men, Charles Lord Buckhurfl:, the late Earl 
of Dorfet and Middlefex, who, being himfelf an ex- 
cellent Poet, knew how to fet a juft Value upon the 
ingenious Performances of others, and has often taketl 
care privately to relieve and fupply the Neceflities of 
thofe, whofe Modefty would endeavour to conceal 
them ; of which our Author was a fignal Inftance, as 
feveral others have been, who are now living. In 
fine, the Integrity of his Life, the Acutenefs of his 
Wit, and Eafinefs,of his Converfation, had rerkTercd 
him moft acceptable to all Menj* yet he prudently 

?^t'ojded Muhiplicityot Acq^xdAtitswc^ and wifely chofe 
fucb 
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fuch only whom his difcerning Judgment could dif- 
tinguifh (as Mr. Cowley expreffeth it) 

From the great Vulgar or the fniall. 

And having thus lived to a good old Age, adtfiired 
by all, though perfonally known to few, he departed 
this Life in the Year 1680, and was buried at the 
Charge of his good Friend Mr. Longuevil of the 
Temple, in the Yard belonging to the Church of 
St. Paul's Covent-Garden, at the Weft End of the 
faid Yard, on the North Side under the Wall of the 
faid Church, and under that Wall which parts the 
■ Yard from the common Highway. And fmce he has 
no Monument yet fet up for him, give me leave to 
borrow his Epitaph from that of Michael Draytom 
the Poet, as the Author of Mr. Cowley's has partly 
done before me : 

And tho' no Monument can claim 
To be the Treafurer of thy Name ; 
This Work, which ne'er will die, fliall be 
An everlafting Monument to thee. 

The Charaders of this Poem are for the moft 
part obvious, even to the meaneft Pretenders to 
Learning or i^ory; nor can fcarcc any one be fo 
ignorant, as not to know that the chief Defign 
thereof is a Satyr againft thofe Incendiaries of Church 
and State, who in the late Rebellion, under Pretence 
of Religion, murdered the beft of Kings, to intro- 
duce the worft of Governments ; deftroyed the beft 
of Churches, that Hypocrify, Novelty, and Nonfenfe 
might be predominant amongft us ; and overthre^r 
our wholfome Laws and Conftitutions, to make Way 
br their bleffed Anarchy and Confuliou, ^\\\k.\\ -aX.

Whereby 'twas fitter for his Ufe, 
Who fear'd no Blows, but fuch as bruife* 
His Breeches were of rugged Woollen, 
3x0 And had been at the Siege of Bullen; 
To old King Harry fo well known. 
Some Writes held they were his own. 
Thro' they were lin'd with many a Piece 
Of Ammunition Bread and Cheefe, 
315 And fat Black-Puddings, proper Food 
For Warriors Aat delight in Bloods 
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For, as we faid, he always chofe 
To carry Vittle in his Hofe, 
That often tempted Rats and Mice 

320 The Ammunition to furprife: 
And when he put a Hand but in 
The one or t' other Magazine, 
They ftoutly in Defence on't flood. 
And from the wounded Foe drew Blood; 

325 And 'till th' were ftorm'd and beaten out. 
Ne'er left the fortify'd Redoubt. 
And tho' Knights Errant, as fome think. 
Of old did neither eat nor drink, 
Becaufe when thorough Defarts vaft 

330 And Regions defolate they paft. 

Where Belly-Timber above Ground, 
Or under, was not to be found, 
Unlefs they graz'd, there's not one Word 
Of their Provifion on Record ; 

335 Which made fome confidently write. 
They had no Stomachs, but to fight: 
'Tis falfe ; for * Arthur wore in Hall 
Round Table like a Farthingal, 
I On which with Shirt pull'd out behind, 

340 And eke before, his good Knights din'd. 
Though 'twas no Table fome fuppofe. 
But a huge Pair of round Trunk- Hofe; 
In which he carry'd as much Meat 
As he and all the Knights cou'd eat, 

345 When laying by their Swords and Truncheor 
They took their Breakfafts, or their Nuncheon 
But let that pafs at prefent, left 
We ihou'd forget where we digreft. 
As learned Authors ufe, to whom 

350 Wc leave it, and tp th' Purpofe come. 
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His puiiTant Sword unto his Side, 
Near his undaunted Heart, was ty'd ; 
With Balket-Hilt, that would hold Broth, 

And ferve for Fight and Dinner both : 
355 In it he melted Lead for Bullets, 

To (hoot at Foes, arid fometimes Pullets, 

To whom he bore fo fell a Grutch, _ / 

He ne'er gave Quarter t' any fuch. 

The trenchant Blade, ^ Toledo trufty, 
j6o For want of fighting was grown rufty. 

And ate into itfelf, for lack 

Of foiyie body to hew and hack. 

The peaceful Scabbard where it dwelt. 

The Kancour of its Edge had felt : 
565 For of the lower End two Handful 

It had devoured, 'twas fo manful. 

And fo much fcorn'd to lurk in Eafe, 

As if it durft not fliew its Face. 

In many clefperate Attempts, 
170 Of Warrants, Exigents, Contempts, 

It had appear'd with Courage bolder 

Thah. Serjeant Bum invading Shoulder. 

Oft had it ta'en Poflefljon, 
' And Prisoners too, or made them run. 
75 This Sword a Dagger had his Page, 

That was but little for his Age : 

And therefore waited on him fo, 

As Dwarfs upon Knights Errant do. 

It was a ferviceable Dudgeon, 
to Either for fighting or for drudging. 

When it had ftabb'd, or broke a Head, 
Jt would fcrape Trenchers, or chip Bread ; 

Toaft Cheefe or Bacon, tho' it were 

Tp bait a Moufe-Trap, 't\yould not care. 
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385 *Twould make dean Shoes, and in the Earth 
Set Leieks and Onions, and fo forth. 
It had been 'Prentice to a Brewer, 
Where this and more it did endure ; 
But left the Trade ^, as many more 

390 Have lately done on th« fame Score; 
In th' Holfters at his Saddle-Bow 
Two aged Piftols he did flow. 
Among the Surplus of fuch Meat 
As in his Hofe he cou'd not get. 

395 Thefe would inveigle Rats with th* Scent, 
To forage when the Cocks were bent ; 
And fometimes catch 'em with a Snap, 
As cleverly as th' ableft Trap. 
They were upon hard Duty ftill,

As if he grievM to touch the Ground : 
That C-ffiSAR's Horfe^, who, as Fame goCw% 
Had Corns upon his Feet and Toes, 

435 Was not by half fo tender-hooft. 
Nor trod upon the Ground fo foft. 
And as that Beaft would kneel and ftoop 
(Some write) to take his Rider up: 
So HuDiBRAs his ('tis well known) 

440 Wou'd often do to fet him down. 
We (hall not need to fay what Lack 
Of Leather was upon his Back : 
For that was hidden under Pad, 
And .Breech of Knight gall'd full as bad. 

445 His ftrutting Ribs on both Sides fliow'd 
Like Furrows be himfelf had plow'd : 
For underneath the Skirt of Pannel,

His draggling Tail hung in the Dirt,
